At Harbin. Mancheria, a con- 
ference was held with the Chi- 
nese Cammunist General Ma.

They are grouped in 
five divisions, each of 4,000 men.

F lood Devastates 
Wide Area in India

NEW DELHI, Sept. 21—Heavy rains sweeping across 


northern India and Pakistan have inundated and sequestered 
hundreds of villages and have caused thousands of mud 
houses to collapse. The flood has changed India’s Punjab 


State from a food surplus to 


a food deficit area overnight 


and has turned most of the fertile low-lying Punjab Plain 
into a series of vast shallow lakes. 


The rains which at some places 
registered as much as seven inches 
in 24 hours are now easing up. 
First reperts of flood damage in- 
dicate that Punjab in both India 
and Pakistan suffered a blow al- 


most as cruel as that dealt to In-' 


dia’s Assam State by last month's 
earthquake. 

A disruption of communica- 
tions has prevented even a sketchy 
estimate of the number of human 
lives lost, but aerial surveys have 
shown that the loss in propertv 
has been immense. This is an 
area where more than 10,000,- 
000 persons were displaced in the 
bloody partition riots and his- 
toric migrations of August, 1947, 
from which neither India nor 
Pakistan has recovered. 

Reports from Lahore, Pakistan, 
said the entire area between the 
Chenab and Sutle} Rivers which 


are about 125 miles apart at the 


farthest point had become an un- 
broken sea. Meanwhile gales 
reaching 45 miles an hour added 
to the dislocation, damage 
panic. 

Major-General Azam Khan, 
Pakistan army commander of the 
Lahore area, after flying over 
flood areas on the Pakistan side 
estimated that 7,000 square miles 
have been affected as waters rose 
in the great rivers Chenab, Ravi 
and Sutlej, breaking dikes and 
bunds, rolling over farmlands and 
hundreds of towns, washing out 
bridges and surrounding some vil- 
lages with water to a depth of 17 
feet.

However, the relatively 
small number of fighting men in this col- 
umn indicates Communist China has not 
yet received orders from Moscow to go 
all-out in helping the North Koreans. That 
is encouraging. It may mean the Chinese 
are content with token assistance and have 
no real interest in pouring men and ma- 
teriel into the fight.

What is puzzling is that though Lewis 
is effectively suppréssing free speech there 
has been no word of censure from Wash-

Russia will respond in that manner 
until she feels fully ready to undertake 
the armed conquest which is her inflexible 
plan. When the resistance grows tougher 
than Moscow feels can be met with the 
force it is found prudent to yse, out go 
orders to soften up—to talk peace and good 
will. One of Mr. Vishinsky’s favorite ex- 
pressions to Americans at the UN Assem- 
bly has been, “Don’t worry, everything 
will turn out all right.” It may be that 
we are, in for another period of “peace 
talk” from Moscow, which can turn it off 
or on at will. 

In Russia’s language a “peace offen- 


‘sive’ means merely that pressure is to be 


lifted until a more opportune time. There 
have been several such periods since 1945, 
each at a time when this country and the 
West were determined to resist further 
encroachment. Korea has shown our de- 
termination more forcibly than any other 
act. 

Regardless of what attitude Moscow 
finds it expedient to take, we shall go on 
to win in Korea and to prepare to meet 
Soviet aggression wherever and whenever 
it may occur. 


A Breath 
Of Fresh Air 


Lieut. Gov. Marvin Griffin’s comments 
on the Negro suit against Atlanta schools 
are like antiseptic for an old gore... They 
are the most sensible to come ‘from a 
State official in many years and, by plac- 
ing the issue in proper perspective, will 
serve to calm the atmosphere’and lead to 
an eventual remedy. 


The Lieutenant Governor observed that 
Negro schools in Atlanta are better than 


‘most, if not all, the white schools in his 


home county, Decatur. 


“But,” he added, “the white people of 
my county are not contemplating bring- 
ing suit against the State.” 

Lieut. Gov. Griffin labeled the State 
Democratic Convention’s recent heated 
blast at Supreme Court decisions as strict- 
ly political, even though he himself was 
a member of the convention. Judge Con- 
ger’s denunciation of the resolution, he 


continued, was “also political, since his 
language was even stronger and loaded 


with about as much invective as the reso- 
lution carried.” 


Obviously, the Lieutenant Governor 
was right, too, when he said the Supreme 
Court has tended in recent years to write 
decisions from the party handbook rather 
than the lawbook. 


But Georgia will not defy the Supreme 
Court. We will, as Mr. Griffin aptly said, 
snort and kick and paw up the dirt, but in 
the end we will obey. 


While it is doubtful the Supreme Court 
will assume jurisdiction over the common 
schools, it already has made clear its stand 
in the case of education at the university 
level. It is fortunate for the Governor that 
he has turned over the affairs of the Uni- 
versity System tp the regents and he can 
thus wash his hands of compliance on their 
part. 

Some regents have indicated they will 
resign if Negroes are forced to admittance 
to the University. What Georgia needs is 
men who won't run, but who will stay and 
serve the State. Let us not delude our- 
selves about the law school and other 
graduate schools. 

In so far as the common schools are con- 
cerned, the only remedy is that urged by 
the Lieufenant Governor—the building of 
more separate schools for both white and 
Negro.

Sad Commentary 
On Our Times 


WASHINGTON—It offers a sad commentary 

on our political and governmental processes that 

a man of Gen, George Marshall's lofty stature 

and undisputed integrity should be pilloried and opposed as he has 
been for the vitally important post of Secretary of Defense. 


In crucial times like these, when we already have one war on 
our hands and may be threatened with another of far greater 
consequences, it is all the more important that we draw upon the 
best brains of the country to serve in key governmental posts. 
President Truman was doing just that when he persuaded Gen. 
Marshall to return to the,Government service and take over the 
far-flung operations of the Department of Defense. Undoubtedly 
he is the best qualified man for the post the country has to offer. 
Public Duty It must be apparent also that he accepted the 

¢ appointment in a spirit of sacrifice and as a 
patriotic duty. Already he had received a full measure of honors 
from his service as Chief of Staff in the last war, Ambassador to 
China and later as Secretary of State, the No. 1 post in the cabinet. 
His return to the cabinet as Secretary of Defense meant nothing 
to him, save as a public duty. At the ripe age of 69 he would 
have preferred to spend his days in semiretirement. 

Yet his reward for answering a patriotic:call to duty is to find 
himself denounced by unscrupulous members of Congress as “a liv- 
ing lie” and as a front man for treason. No wonder President Tru- 
man complains of not being able to get men of the best ability to 
serve in positions of Government trust. No man likes to submit 
himself as a target of unbridled abuse, which too often comes 
with appointment to public office. 

Judging by the debates in Congress over his appointment, the 
opposition to Gen. Marshall is not so much on the score of chang- 
ing the law to permit him to serve as it is on his mission to China, 
where President Truman sent him as a mediator between the 
Nationalists and the Communists at the close of World War II 
in 1945. Utterly blind to the realities of that mission, some of 
the General’s critics have sought to blame him for the Chinese 
debacle that later developed. , ‘ 

Gen. Marshall was sent to €hina under instruction by the 
President to effect “the unification of Chifia by peaceful demo- 
cratie methods,” if possible. To that end he sought to bring the 
influence of the United States to bear. Warring factions con- 
tinued to mar the peace and his role was that of a pacifier and 
mediator. Marshall tried to bring the two factions together and 
stop the civil war that was raging. He failed because neither 


side would make the proper concessions, or live up to them after 
made. 


Rotten The Nationalist regime of Chiang Kai-shek was rot- 

ten to the core and finally we had to wash our hands 
of the entire affair, after sinking some $2,000,000,000 in an effort 
to uphold the Chiang government. The Communists ultimately 
took over and by some weird process of reasoning the critics are 
trying to blame Gen. Marshall for this. 

It all seems downright ridiculous in the light of the back- 
ground of events leading up to the Chinese mission. The first 
thing to bear in mind is that Gen. Marshall was not the instigator 
of the policy that sent him to China, although he continued to 
carry it out after he became Secretary of State. The program 
was conceived and initiated by the President, who merely assigned 
Gen. Marshall the mission of executing it. : 

Another thing to remember about the whole affair is that it 
came at a time, immediately following the last war, when it was 
still a part of our policy to believe that we could do business with 
the Communists, whether they were Russians or Chinese. After 
all, we had just gone through a war together as allies. 


Stupid To try to hold Gen. Marshall for what happened in 

China seems stupid to the last degree. He was merely 
being a good soldier in carrying out the orders of his Commander 
in Chief to go to China and try to work out a peaceful agreement 
between the warring factions. To say that some of the conces- 
sions he wrung from the Chiang regime later contributed to suc- 
cessful Communist uprising is too far fetched to have any basis 
of intelligent reasoning. 

It is a sad state of affairs when a man.of his ability and integ- 
rity can be abused on such a baseles charge. Instead of this, the 
country—as most of it is—should be rejoicing that a man of Gen. 
Marshall's stature and experience could be persuaded to take over 
the direction of our defense works in critical times such as the 
present. Fj

U. S, Seeks Treaty Rights 


To Ryukyu, Bonin Islands 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21—The United States favors a peace treaty 
with Japan that would permit the United States to administer the 
Ryukyu and Bonin Islands, including Okinawa and Iwo Jima. on 
behalf of the United Nations, it was learned Thursday night. 


Well-informed sources said informal discussions concerning the 
drafting of the treaty already had begun between John Foster 
Dulles, Republican advisor to the State Department, and Percy C. 
Spender, Australian Minister for External Affairs, who is the head 
of his delegation to the United Nations General Assembly. Discus- 
sions with delegates of other powers who took a leading part in the 
war with Japan are expected to follow. 


The strategic importance of the islands is such that immediately 
after the war there was a strong movement in favor of their out- 


right annexation. However, this was rejected for a number of . 


reasons, including the belief that possession of islands so close to 
the Japanese home islands would embitter relations between the 
United States and Japan. 


The United States, which has also decided not to ask that the 
peace treaty provide military bases in the home islands, is expected 
to propose that the Ryukyus and Bonins be placed under the United 
Nations trusteeship system. 


However, it is hoped to find a different word for their proposed 
status than “trusteeship.” This, when translated into the Japanese, 
Chinese or Korean languages, is the same word that was used by 
the Japanese to describe their rule over China, Konea and the ter- 
ritories they invaded after Pear] Harbor. 


The United States, it is understood, would prefer the same 
status for the islands as that now in force for the Marshall, Mari- 
anas and Caroline Islands. The United States now administers 
these islands, which Japan held under a League of Nations man- 
date, under a United Nations “strategic trusteeship”—which means 
that the United States can assure the secrecy of military installa- 
tions by barring the visits of all except United States officials. 


However, strategic trusteeships have to be approved by the 
Security Council, and it is feared that the Soviet Union—which 
inexplicably allowed the Security Council to approve the United 
States proposal for the former mandated islands—would now use 
its veto to keep the Security Council from giving its consent. 


For these reasons, it is believed that the United States, while 
still looking for a different name, will propose the standard type 
of United Nations trusteeship, which merely requires the approval 
of the General Assembly. The question whether the administering 
authority is to be allowed to establish bases depends upon the terms 
of the trusteeship agreement that it submits, and it was supposed 
that if the United States desires to establish bases in the islands, 
the General Assembly will give its consent. 


In any event, no decision on this point will be necessary for 
some time, for it seems clear that the Soviet Union will not give 
its consent to the terms planned by the Unied States, and that 
months will be required to draft a treaty acceptable to the other 
countries that took part in the war with Japan. Under an order 
issued by President Truman last week, discussions in the first in- 
stance are to take place with the members of the Far Eastern 
Commission. These, in addition to the United States and the Soviet 
Union, are: Australia, Britain, Canada, China, France, India, The 
Netherlands, New Zealand and the Philippines. 


More than 49 countries, however, were in a state of war with 
Japan, including the Latin-American countries, who did not, how- 
ever, send troops, and it is believed that it would be necessary 
eventually to consult them all. The Soviet Union, however, has 
made it clear that the treaty, like those with the former Axis 
satellites in Europe, must be drawn up by the Foreign Ministers of 
the great powers.

The little girl sat on the schoolhouse steps. Her bare feet were lightly dusted 
with red clay dust smudged here and there in a criss-cross design where the dew- 
damp grasses along the roadside had pulled at her as she walked to school. Bands 
of taffeta trimming on her feedsack dress were new this year and when she moved 
her thin arms and legs the taffeta goods gave a faint rustle that was pleasing to her. 


She sat there in the sun for a moment holding closé a rumpled

bax. Her classmates passed her on the way to the cafeteria. A few wfndered off into the yard with 
the elaborate unconcern of the lunchless She could have pretended she didn’t want any lunch either 
but mama had given it to her and she was hungry... . 


With ah anxious, almost furtive look she 
dipped quickly into the bag and brought it out-— 
two big whitish biscuits, heavily smeared with 
fatback drippings. 

Thet was lunch for one little Fulton county 


girl, aged nine. 


Inside at the cafeteria many of her 
schoolmates dined sumptuously on vegetables 
and cornbread with milk to drink and fruit 
pudding for dessert. But that meal, even 
with the federal government contributing 
seven cents toward the cost of every lunch 
sold, was 20 cents. And nobody at her house 
had 20 cents a day te give her. . 


That little girl is not by herself in Fulton 
county. Every school has a few who cannot af- 
ford lunches. Most schools with the help of the 
many who can pay, provide food for the few 
who cannot. But in three or four rural schools 
those who cannot pay predominate. 

Every day this week dozens of children in 
Fulton county will go through the school day 
hungry. Some will have no lunches at all. Some, 
like the little girl.in the taffeta-trimmed dress, 
will have biscuits and fatback from home. 

The student of sociology can explain it. A 
thrifty, hard-working farmer has the answer for 
it. They. are the children of sharecroppers who 
plant only corn and cotton but make no pro- 
vision for vegetables and fruit and milk for their 
children. They are children whose parents got 
neither adequate food nor adequate schooling 
themselves. Ignorance and tired, undernourished 
bodies may be blamed for it. Education and 
good farming methods may correct it. 

Meanwhile, the thin, old-looking little gir! 
with the grease-stained paper bag carefully 
picks the crumbs from the folds of her feed 
sack dress &nd watches with dull eyes while 
her better-fed classmates run and play. 

She can wait on the slow processes of edu- 
cation and better agriculture. She may have to 
wait. 

But if she does wait it will be because a big 
rich city like Atlanta is full of people who don’t 
know that she is hungry or don’t care. She and 
all the others like her can be guaranteed one hot, 
nourishing meal a day for the sum of $4.60 each 
a month. 

A thriving Atlanta PTA group could buy 
her lunches for nine months for little more than 
$40. Sunday school classes and civic clubs and 
individuals who have enough to eat themselves 
could assure that child and all the others like 
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her blessed respite from the greasy biscuits 


once in awhile, 


The Fulton County Health Department well 
realizes the need of hot lunches for listless, under- 
nourished children and, although it has never 
asked for contributions, any group or individual 
who would like to buy food for the starving here 
at home may obtain directions from health 
nurses and doctors, 


Those who cannot believe that only a few 
miles over the next peaceful, sun-drenched 
hill a little girl is literally starving might 
talk to one rural principal, whe is very 
patient with ignorance. She even laughed 
gently when a farmer sent her a note warn- 
ing her not to exhibit moving pictures on 
nutrition to his children. 


“I do not want them to learn the ways of 
the world,” said the father. 


“That was my fault,” said the principal. “I 
should have called the movies ‘pictures about 
eating’ and it would have béen. all right. He 
thought ‘nutrition’ was something sinful.”

Pounds Off

Are vou old enough to recall 
reading in the history books of 
yesteryear the difficulties the 
early settlers of this country un- 
derwent in their search for salt’ 
It seemed that many places were 
desirable in which to “settle” 
but lacked salt which often oc- 
casioned dangerous journeys to 
salt licks. 

The book I recall reading held 
that a lack of salt caused scurvy. 
While this was a mistaken opin- 
jon, the conviction that a per- 
son needed salt in a more or less 
pure form in order to funct'on 
efficiently was very widespread 
and appears to be to this dav 

Now that there is an unlimited 
supply and distribution of salt. 
the question arises as to the im- 
portance of salt in the general 
functioning of the body. 


About 66 per cent of the total 
body weight consists of water. 
The retention or elimination 
of this water is controlled 
largely by the salt content of 
the blood and other bedy tis- 
sues. Briefly stated, an excess 
of salt “holds” water in the 
tissues. A deficit of salt re- 
sults in the elimination of ex- 
cessive amounts of water. 


A person using excessive 
amounts of salt in the diet has a 
tendency to accumulate wun- 
needed water in the tissues 
When an insufficient amount of 
salt is present in the bodv. water 
is rapidly eliminated through 
the usual channels. 

This fact is utilized in 
treatment of circulatory 
orders such as those caused by 
disease of the heart. Jiver or 
kidneys. Edema (local swelling) 
of the feet, ankles and legs and 
dropsy (accumulation of water 
within the abdomen) may often 
completely disappear following 
a radical reduction of salt in- 
take. 


The water first eliminated in 
this manner is the water “lvy- 
ing around” the body in the 
form of edema or dropsy. 
When this has been elimina- 
ted, if the salt deficit is con- 
tinued, the water contained in 
the circulatory channels ot the 
various tissues of the body, 
goes next and may continue,
